A m ador. 
Ionk, January 4th. — The present condition of 
crops in Amador county is more satisfactory than 
for years before. Excepting a small area of low 
lands, the usuti acreage has already been sown to 
wheat and barley, which ia now up and looking 
finely. The iuifcial steps have been taken in several 
cases to extend the culture of stone fruit, and much 
interest is manifested in this class of agriculture. 
Prices for last year’s farm productions are quite 
satisfactory to the farmer, enabling him to improve 
and enlarge his business. During the year water 
has been brought into town by means of pipes for 
fire and domestic purposes. One livery stable has 
been added to the town. Both flouring mills have 
extended their capacity for storing grain, and have 
a full stock on hand. The mines are in a healthy, 
though not booming, condition. Our merchants 
are prospering, and the general business of the 
county is in a healthy state. Thirty-six lOOths of 
an inch of rain fell last night, making six inches for 
the season. 
B ntte. 
Oeovillk, January 4th.—More capital is now 
being invested in opening and developing 
deep channel placers than for many yearn; 
also, the red lands of the foothills and adjacent 
valleys are being rapidly taken up and improved, 
where a few years ago they were considered worth­ 
less. The business prospects of this place have not 
been better for years, and the business establish 
mente, as a rule, are on a sound financial basis. 
Cnico, January 4th.—The condition of farming 
operations in this section was never better, and the 
prospects for good crops are excellent. The past 
year has been a good one for all branches of busi­ 
ness. Many n jw buildings have bren erected, both 
in the city and surrounding country. The citizens 
have made a movement towards the erection of a 
fre« bridge across the Sacramento river at Chico 
Landing, which bids fair to be a success, and which 
will bring northern Colusa and this section into 
closer business relations, and is already having a 
good effect upon our business prospects. The 
principal manufactories in this section arc lumber, 
Chico being a division of the Sierra Lumber Com­ 
pany. This company cut the past season 13,000,000 
feet, and of this amount there is less than 6,000,000 
feet now iu the yard. There was besides 4,000,000 
feet cut by other mill?, and very little is left« n 
hand. We have also a furniture and box factory, 
fruit canning factory, plow factory, iron foundry 
and gr’.st mill. The past year has been noteworthy, 
in that there has been an abundance of work for 
mechanics of all kinds, and often a scarcity has 
been felt. The foothills surrounding Chico offer in­ 
ducements to immigrants who are not afraid to work, 
and who have a small capital to begin with. 
Colusa. 
Colusa, January 4th.—A very large area of 
summer-fallow has been sown to wheat this season, 
larger than the season of 1879-80, when the county 
produced some 4,000,000 bushels of wheat. The 
season so far has been very favorable. Most of the 
cultivated land was mo’st a short distance down 
even before any rain fell. Farmers are yet busy 
plowing and sowing. There lias been no advance in 
the price of real estate in the county this year. 
There has be;n much building and improvements 
going on throughout the county during the year. 
The town of Colusa has improved more than in anv 
other one year of its existence. There is little or 
no manufacturing done ini the county, but there is 
a splendid field for it. 
El D urado. 
Placervillk, January 4th.—1The conditiou of the 
farming interests never looked better. Our quartz 
and grave! mines are doing magnificently. The 
owners are well contented, and prospecting will be 
carried on more extensively the ensuing spring, 
when new developments will be mad3. The busi­ 
ness of this town is good generally, and merchants 
are satisfied. There is not a single bouse, cither 
dwelling, store or otherwise, vacant in tl is town.

San* Rafael, January 3d.—Butter-making is the 
principal industry of the farming districts of this 
count;, and a3 that staple has commanded a good 
price during the year just ended it enables our dairy 
men to start the year on a more prosperous footing. 
Large tracts of farming land have changed hands 
during the past year, the purchasers in mosteases 
being former tenants. The indications are that the 
present year will be a prosperous one, both for San 
Raf vel and for the county at large. 
M endocino. 
Uriah, January 3d.—The year opens promisingly 
for the material interests of Mendocino. The rain­ 
fall to date is 11 inches—about an average. It has 
fallen gently, doing the most good tocrors and feed, 
and the least injury by washing roads and overflow­ 
ing streams. The winter has been warm and favor­ 
able. Feed is good and stock is in excellent order 
Farming operations are well along, but it is too early 
to estimate the issue of the next harvest. The year 
just closed has been a good one. Money is easy, as 
shown by the readiness with which taxe9 are paid» 
and the smallness of the delinquent list, which is 
shorter than usual. 
Napa« 
Napa, January 3d.—The outlook for a prosperous 
year in this county was never better. There are not 
many great enterprises under contemplation, but 
on every hand are signs of substantial improvement. 
Nevada. 
North Sas J uan, January 4th.—Thus far this 
season less rain has fallen than for the saim period 
la t year. The mining ditches arc running full of 
water now, but unless the w’eather becomes colder 
and the rain changes to snow in the mountains, 
water for mining purposes will not last during the 
dry season. The injunction suits against the miners 
last summer lias materially injured the business 
prospects of this section of the State, but should 
these suits he amicably settled this winter* mining 
will be pushed forward to an extent beyond that for 
yean*, and in such case business will be much better 
than for many years past. As everything depends 
upon the mining prospects, the transactions in real 
estate must rise and fall with its mutations. At the 
time of the injunction cases property of all kinds 
on this ridge was materially appreciating in value. 
Many new buildings had been erected and were in 
process of erection. New stores, hotels and saloons 
were springing up in ever}* direction, and it began 
to appear as if our old times were again to dawn 
upon us. All this disappeared when the injunctions 
were laid, but we anticipate an early renewal of 
these indications of prosperity. There are many 
small farms scattered among the mountains produc­ 
ing annually very large crops of cereals, hay and 
potatoes. Grain at this time never appeared better, 
being up on some ranches from three to six incbes 
high. There are also prospects of an unusually 
good hay crop in the spring. Many hundreds of 
acres of land are devoted to grape culture, from 
which an excellent quality of wine is made, yielding 
a large revenue to its owners. There is a go-d field 
in this section for the opening up iu ever}* direction 
of large vineyards, which will abundantly pay in­ 
vestments. Laborers are in demand, good wages 
being paid. Therefore, on the whole, the general 
business outlook in this part of the State never was 
better, providing hydraulic mining continues. 


N e v a d a , January 4th.—The mining outlook is at 
present ven encouraging in this district. The old 
and prominent quartz mines continue to yield hand­ 
somely, and several mines that are being prospected 
quite extensively give promise of proving to be 
valuable property when they are developed. The 
hydraulic mines in this vicinity are running

storm is much appreciated by this class of 
miners. 
Considerable new mining machinery 
has been^Kit up the past season, and more is ytt te 
be put up.

Many new residences have been built 
duri g the pist summer and fall, and several are 
now in course of construction. Building will be 
brisk next spring and summer. Mechanics and 
laborers of all kinds are here in plenty. As a place 
for the investment of capital, the many pieces of 
partially developed mining property in this section 
afford an excellent opportunity. 
Truckbk, January 4th.—The holidays have been 
more generally observed in this section than has 
ever been known before. This is accounted for by 
the fact that the poet season has been a most pros­ 
perous one for all branches of business. The de­ 
mand for lumber has been so great that the saw­ 


mills were all kept busy, and could not fill the 
ordera they had on hand. The storms hav­ 
ing set in, the mills were compelled to shut 
down 
tLl the spring opens again. 
The 
outlook for the next season is vtry bright, and all 
anticipate prosperous times. The weather has been 
unsettled for the last week or ten days. To-day we 
have been haring a very warm rain, a very unusua] 
occurrence at this season of the year, as we gener­ 
ally have snow when it rains on the other side of the 
mountains. The snow in Truckee does not exceed 
two or three inches in depth. 
Placer. 
Auburn, January 4th.—^The past year has been 
marked by a number of ver}* substantial improve­ 
ments in this town. One hotel, burned last winter 
has been rebuilt larger and better than it was, and 
two others improved by rebuilding and additions. 
One or two stores have been improved and enlarged, 
and quite a number of substantial dwellings built 
and others enlarged. One or two more and a 
church are in process cf erection. The business of 
the town seems to be well maintained, and, if any­ 
thing, slightly on the increase. There is no call for 
mechanics, the local force being sufficient. It is too 
early to calculate on the prospects of the agricult­ 
ural and fruit-growing industries, as the late frosts 
are to be considered; but as far as can be judged 
now, they will do well this year. The total rainfall 
last season, to date, was 14.26 inches.

The winter prom­ 
ises to be a good one, and the miners expect to make 
money plenty when the mining season is over. Sev­ 
eral large sales of mines are about to ac closed, the 
purchasers being San Francisco capitalists The 
crop prospects were uever better at this time of 
year.

Ttiroe M urderers K illed. 
Graham (Tex.), January 3d.—The three 
McDonald brothers, murderer.» of a man 
named Martin at Belknap, made a desperate 
effort to escape from the jail yesterday,which 
resulted in their death and that of a Dep­ 
uty Sheriff, besides seriously wounding sev­ 
eral other people. About 10 o’clock in the 
morning the McDonald boys were led from 
the steel cape to the calaboose, and with Jim 
Boone and Jack Baldwin, two other prison­ 
er», were given their breakfast by two depu­ 
ties. One deputy was testing the cage while 
it was empty. The ether deputy, named 
Davis Milton, stood ia the doorway of the 
woot’en cell, opening from the calaboose to 
the steel cage. Ho had a pistol in each hand, 
keeping watch. Presently he put both re­ 
volvers in one hand to get a match from his 
pocket, when the McDonalds sprang upon 
him suddenly and disarmed him. Iu the 
struggle Milton was shot in the hand. His 
cries brought Murphy, the other deputy, 
from the cage, 
but on entering the 
ciUboose he was shot and instantly 
killed by the 
prisoners. The prison­ 
ers then made 
a hole through the 
floor to the room below, and taking Milton 
with them, began their escape. A blood- 
honed watches the jail, but by a detour they 
avoided him, and took their flight in a north­ 
erly direction. By this time the whole city 
was excited. The citizens had gathered two 
hundred strong and followed the fleeing pris­ 
oners. The latler placed their hostage, Davis 
Milton, behind them, and threatened to shoot 
him dead if they were fired on. Thu» the 
murderers proceeded some three hundred 
yards, when one citizen deliberately took aim 
and firing mortally wounded one of the fu­ 
gitives, who fell. Deputy Milton seized the 
opportunity, broke loose and ran. A general 
fuBilade was now exchanged between the cit­ 
izens and the escaping prisoners. The latter 
intrenched themselves in the weeds and 
stumps and the battle raged for some time, 
when the shooting ceased, and the three Mc­ 
Donalds were discovered dead. Milton was 
shot three times, and an old man named 
Woods was wounded in the thkh. A waiter 
named Joe had the bone of his leg shattered. 
Baldwin and Boone took no partin the shoot­ 
ing, and were recaptured. Graham was the 
scene of terrible excitement during this 
bloody affr.y. 
A Hoy M urderer in M issouri. 
Springfield, January 3d.—During a quar­ 
rel between two little children, named Will­ 
iams and Gates, aged 7 and D year», respect­ 
ively, the younger of the two seized a revolver 
belorgmg to one of the older members of the 
family and discharged the weapon at his little 
adversary, killing him instantly. 
Vessels Ashore anil Men Drowned.

Democrat’s special from Pensacola says : The 
schooner Smith and sloop Wanderer blew 
ashore on Santa Rosa Island. Three men 
were drowned.

New York, January 3d.—The Commercial 
Advertiser has the following from its Wash­ 
ington correspondent: With the return of 
the President and the reassembling of Con­ 
gress come new rumors about the two remain­ 
ing members of the Cabinet. It is assumed, 
however, that at lesst one of them is fixed 
upon—Sargent of California—who is likely 
to have charge of the Interior Department. 
There i», however, a strong opposition from 
certain parties who have axes to grind.

George Ellis confessed to the Constable, ray­ 
ing that Craft and Neal awakened him on 
the night of the murder and urged him to go 
with them to Gibbons’ house. He went re­ 
luctantly. They entered a window, and 
Neal and Craft outraged the two girl». 
Emma Thomas recognized Craft, and said 
she would tell her mother. Robert, the boy, 
was then about to give the alarm, when Craft 
struck hirn on the head with an ax, killing 
him instantly. Craft then told Annie that 
her time to die had come, and amid the pite­ 
ous cries of the child for mercy ho struck her 
on the head and killed her instantly. Neal 
then killed Emma Thomas in tho »ame way. 
Craft and Neal at first denied Ellis’ story, 
but Neal confessed this afternoon, and Ellis 
and Neal waived examination. 
Ellis and 
Neal are married, but Craft is single. They 
all were present at the funeral, and one drove 
the hearse and another was [rail bearer. 
Crowds have been gathering all day at Cat- 
lettsburg, and threats of lynching are common.

Cincinnati, January 3d.—A Gazette Ash­ 
land special says : Ellis’ strange conduct ex­ 
cited the suspicion of citizens, who told de­ 
tective Laflin. Laflin then Bent for Ellis and 
talked with him in his room at the hotel, 
where Ellis first said that last summer he 
heard Craft and Neal boast that before 
Christmas they would carnally know Miss 
Thomas and Miss Gibbons.

M urder and Lawlessness in M issouri. 
St. Louis, January 4th.—Tne southern 
section of Montgomery county is mostly a 
wild and hilly country, and during the last two 
or three years has been inhabited in part by 
reckless and law-defying yonng meo, among 
them the Days, the King boys and others, 
who all, without recard as to who have been 
the most suilty or most wrong, are objects 
of intense hatred upon the part of 
law-abiding People. 
The King 
boys 
consist 
of 
John, 
Tom, 
Joe 
and 
Abby King. Upon the night of the 29th 
olt. the three first-named King boys went to 
the house of Mr. Nelson, four miles from 
Americus, a romantic little village sleeping 
on a beautiful stream among the hills—the 
Nelsons claim for the purpose of robbery, and 
the Kings denying it. At any rate trouble 
soon begso, and ended disastrously for the 
Kings. The windows of Nelson’s house were 
brokeD, one of the King boys was wounded, 
and another started across the dark 
river with his boots on. A post mortem 
was held by Squire Muehl, and young Nelson, 
who did the killing, was justified. The dead 
body was borne to the cabin of the Kings, 
south of Americus, the next day, for burial. 
His cabin is occupied by old man King, two 
of the boys’ wives aud their mother, Mr». 
Austin. About !i o’clock that night a band 
of citizens, bent on destruction, rode up to the 
cabin and made an assault. Old Mrs. Kiag 
and Mr». Austin ran out, when Mrs. King 
was wounded and Mrs. Austin shot dead. 
Another of the Kiug boys was crippled, and 
still another, perhaps, is dead. During the 
frightful tragedy old Mrs. King, although 
wounded, thought of sending her youngest 
boy Abby away to the village for a coffin and 
winding sheet, aud she sped toward him. 
The boy fled to Danville, aDd the Sheriff with 
a posse will start to arrest the leaders of the 
mob and enforce order. 
Grant’s Change of E ront. 
New York, January 4th.—The Telegram’s 
Washington correspondent says: General 
Grant’s remarkable change of front in regard 
to the case of Pltz John Porter has rather a 
curious exp’anation, which may or may not 
be wholly correct. It is asserted that if 
Grant throws his icfiaence in favor of the 
restoration t f Porter to the retired list of tho 
army, the Democrats in Congress will make 
no further objection to the restoration of 
Grant to the army on the retired Ü3t. Hith­ 
erto John Logan has been an opponent of 
Porter. He is the principal leader of the bill 
placing Grant on the retired list. It will be 
difficult, if not impossible, for him to con­ 
tinue his opposition to Porter, in view of 
Grant’s change of front.

Sargent and the Cabinet. 
N ew Y o rk , January 4th.—The Sun haa 
three-quarters of a column of Washington 
gossip this morning, from which your corre­ 
spondent can gain the following as to Sar­ 
gent : There is only one opinion, and that ia 
that the President bas determined to take 
hitu into the Cabinet. A letter has been 
shown to a gocd many members which 
strengthens this belief. It was written by a 
shiew.l New York stalwart, who ought to 
know if anybody does. In it be says that 
after a discussion with bis friends the Presi­ 
dent has determined to nominate Sargent ; 
but that he is still undecided whether to 
tender him the Navy or Interior Depart­ 
ment. There was no difference of opinion 
among the friends of the President about the 
appointment. It wa» fully recognized that it 
would be very severely criticised, but the 
President, they say, knew perfectly well that 
a faction in the party was preparing to at­ 
tack hint whatever his course, ami whether 
he nominated Sargent or not would make no 
difference. 
C hicago , January 4th,—A special from 
Washington says : A Pacific coast Senator 
said to-day that he thought neither candidates 
for the Cabinet from Colorado would receive 
the appointment, and he believed that the 
chances were now in favor of Sareent. 
Logan, however, is understood to be pushing 
the claims of ex Sanator Chafe-. ‘ v the In­ 
terior Department. It is understood that the 
two gentlemen established very close relations 
with each other in New York during the 
summer. General Beale told a friend yester­ 
day that he hail never been sr.oken to in re­ 
gard to the Navy portfolio, and all he knew 
about it was what he had seen in the papers. 
Chicago, January 4th.—A Tribune edi­ 
torial says : If it is desirable that California 
shall be represented in the Cabinet, no man 
cm be mure suitable for tbc ’oointment 
from that State than Horace Davis, of San 
Francisco. He eerved t wo terms in Congress, 
and was a warm friend of the ¡ate President. 
He was true to his party, m d was elected to 
Congress in September, 1879. when Aaron 
A. Sargent was a boltert and cid his hest to 
break down the party organization in that 
State Mr. Davis was defeated for election 
in 1SS0 by Rosecrans, and the result was 
largely due to the forged Chinese letter and 
the known friendship ef the Republican can­ 
didate f. i- Congre.-e for General Garfield, the 
supposed author of the letter. Davis is still 
a Republican iu good and regular standing.

7 HE PREMATURE ADMISSION OF STATES 


T he admission of D akota is again being 
dÍ30us£ed. 
There can be no doabt th at all 
th e affirm ative considerations are based on 
political reasoning. 
Indeed it is plain 
enough th a t th e prem ature admission of so 
m any Territories to the U nion has been 
brought about through purely 
political 
agencies. 
N evada and 
Colorado were 
neither of them fit to be States, yet th ey 
w ere made so because it was desired to give 
them greater political significance ; because 
certain politicians w anted to represent 
them in Congress ; 
because certain other 
politicians w anted places in 
the State 
G overnm ents. 
Self-interest was and al­ 
w ays has been the main inspiration in these 
cases, and of course is in the case of D a­ 
kota. 
T h at T erritory is not fitted to be a 
State. I t has not the necessary population. 
I t is doing perfectly well nnder its T erri­ 
torial G overnm ent, and w ill do so for the 
n ext tw enty years. 
The tru th is th a t the 
prem ature admission of 
new States is 
w eakening the republic. 
W h at it docs 
is 
to 
create 
a 
num ber 
of 
rotten 
Iwroughs, whence are sent to Congress 
men who arc essentially non represent­ 
ative ; 
men who stand for some single 
great interest very often, or who have ac­ 
tually bought their election as a good spec­ 
ulation. 
These men go to W ashington as 
free lances. 
They have no principles. 
They arc only nom inally affiliated w ith 
some party. 
They are on the lookout for 
spoils of some kind, and they abuse the 
powers vested in them ,to the great and last­ 
ing injury of the country. T he vutes of the 
free-lances, however, are as potent in Con­ 
gress as those of men who represent the 
great constituencies of the m ost thickly- 
populated centers. 
I t is a sinister and in­ 
sidious change from the original theory of 
representation. 
Of old it was men who 
w ere represented. N ow adays we give acres 
representation. 
W e allow a handful of 
politicians to pu t a ring fence around a 
hundred thousand square miles of terri­ 
tory, containing perhaps from fifteen to 
five and tw enty thousand people, and to 
call th a t a new State. 
A nd then the hand­ 
ful of politicians come along and take th eir 
positions on the Eame basis (in th e Senate at 
least) as the men who stand for millions of 
voters. 
A nd so the 
votes of 
millions 
are 
w eakened^ 
in 
force, 
and 
they 
are 
Eometimes 
overborne 
by 
th e 
new kind of false representation which 
stands for little else th an th e nakedness cf 
• th e wilderness. 
The too rapid admission of 
these new S tates tends to foster corruption 
in politics, extends the power of the m a­ 
chine, supplies fresh spoils for th e rew ards 
of machine politicians. 
I t is in its way as 
dangerous a kind of grow th as th a t which 
Slavery was bent upon m aking. 
There 
ought to be no new S tates adm itted to the 
U nion until the “ m achine” in politics 
has been destroyed, and u n til Civil Service 
reform has been adopted as the law and 
custom of the land. 
And n et even then 
unless th e T erritory soliciting admission 
can be shown to have at le ist as mnch pop­ 
ulation—not as the abortive States lately 
adm itted, bu t as those which were adm it­ 
ted in the old times, before this m ethod of 
increasing and extending the power of th e 
“ m achine ” had been devised. 


As it is evident toas the U nited States 
m ust possess a navy capable of m aintain­ 
ing th e rights of its citizens abroad, and as 
no such navy exists at present, it m ust be 
concluded th a t Congress will have to make 
appropriations for this purpose before lung. 
Before, however, the funds of th e nation 
are devoted to any such undertaking, 
there should be some definite understand­ 
ing as to w hat is required. 
U nfortunately 
the country knows perfectly well th a t 
from fifteen to tw enty m illions of dollars 
a year can be frittered away in our navy 
yards w ithout producing any practical re­ 
sults. 
If all th e Bums w hich have been 
w asted in patching np w orthless ships 
could be brought together, there would be 
enough to m ake a handsom e beginning 
for 
a 
new 
navy. 
A nd one principal 
cause of this w aste has been the absence of 
any policy or programme on the part of 
th e Governm ent. 
I t has never been de 
cided w hat kind of ship3 are beat fitted 
for the purposes of the Governm ent, and 
therefore instead of concentrating upon 
some definite experim ent, the appropria­ 
tions have been scattered and squandered 
to no useful result. 
Take th e recent acci­ 
dent to th e Tennessee as an illustration. 
She is a steam er built for speed. 
I t is 
said she can m ake nearly tw enty knots an 
hour nnder full steam . 
But she is such a 
shell th a t a collision w ith an ordinary m er­ 
chant vessel nearly sinks her, and she has 
to take to the dry-dock for m onths. 
W hat 
use would such a ship be in tim e of w ar ? 
She could not ram any enemy. 
She could 
not fight any enemy. 
A ll she coaid do 
would be to run away very fast indeed, 
and th a t would hardly fu rth er the na­ 
tional cause. 
The accident to the Tennessee, however, 
has brought forw ard N aval C onstructor 
Poor w ith some tim ely rem arks upon the 
subject of our future navy. 
H e points out 
the w orthlessness of such vessels as the 
Tennessee. 
Ho 
shows th a t such ships 
could not possibly encounter th e class of 
ironclads now being b u ilt in Europe ; th a t 
in fact a single shot from the latter would 
be sufficient 
to destroy th e Tennessee. 
He expresses the opinion th a t it is also 
quite useless to build vessels for ramming 
purposes, no m atter hew strong, if their 
displacem ent is much less than th a t of the 
vessels they are to encounter. 
H e ob­ 
serves : 
“ W hat can a ram of “ 000 tons 
“ displacem ent effect against a ship th at 
“ has ten or tw elve inches of iron, w ith a 
“ displacem ent of 10,000 tons, the speed of 
“ both ships being about equal? 
I t would 
“ end in the destruction of th e ram, for 
“ she would act as though she had struck 
“ a rock, and do herself as much injury as 
“ she did her opponent, if not more. 
The 
“ principle of ram m ing is a correct o n e ; 
“ b ut the ram power to be used m ust be 
“ graduated to the class of vessels which 
“ she has to m eet.” 
E xactly so ; and 
therefore no ships onght to ba built for 
ram m ing but on the largest scale. 
Any 
sm all ram , as tw o or three thousand tons, 
w ould m erely rebound from th e sides of 
ironclads like th e Inflexible, if they did 
not, which is still more probable, crash in 
their own bows, and go to the bottom like 
stones. 
M r. Poor appears to be in favor of heavy 
vessels, w ith very powerful m achinery, and 
a single gun of the largest caliber, so de­ 
fended as to be invulnerable. 
H e says : 
“ In my judgm ent it is desirable th a t each 
“ single gun shall be pu t afloat and so well 
“ protected th a t it will cope w ith th e best 
“ already b u ilt.” 
This idea has some force, 
b ut it is open to some form idable ob­ 
jections. 
A w ar vessel w hich carries a 
single gun is pu t entirely hors du combat 
if anything happens to her loading or tiring 
or turning m achinery. 
A nd it Í6 well un­ 
derstood th at when every precaution has 
"been taken it is still quite impossible to 
p at this m achinery beyond th e reach of 
injury. 
There m ust be some p art of the 
gun or the tu rret exposed, and so long a3 
this is the case it is alw ays possible th at 
the im pingement of one of the enormous 
shot now used may bend or break some­ 
thing, and thereby in a m om ent reduce the 
whole vessel to the condition of an u n ­ 
armed ram. 
The tendency of late years 
has been to dim inish the num ber of guns 
in a broadside, and there are m any iron­ 
clads built now which carry only two 
heavy guns (th irty eight, forty-five and 
sixty-four ton guns). 
B ut these always 
are armed in addition w ith several sm aller 
guns for use in an emergency, and the 
probabilities are of course against both 
their great guns being crippled at once. 
So far naval construction has not got 
beyond great guns and heavy armor. 
The 
idea of light, sw ift, unarm ored vessels, which 
our A dvisory Board has lately advanced, 
has nothing in the shape of experience to 
justify it. 
I t does indeed seem probable 
th at such vessels would m ake good priva­ 
teers, b a t it Í9 in the last degree nolikely 
th a t they could do any fighting, nor could 
they defend them selves when driven into 
a corner. 
For if they were built for speed 
they would not be solid enough to carry the 
heaviest kind of naval artiliery, and nothing 
lass w ould be of any nse to them . And then 
again they would of course be m et by 
sim ilar vessels on the part of th e enemy, 
for this is a class of ships w hich would 
not need to be built on purpose. 
The tru th 
is th at we need genuine ironclads, of suf­ 
ficient power to enconnter anything th at 
can be brought against them . 
As th e case 
stands one such vessel 89 the Inflexible 
coaid play havoc w ith th e whole of our 
navy, and nothing b u t torpedoes would 
check her, while they m ight fail to do so. 
Congress will probably boggle a great deal 
over the question 
of expense, b u t an 
effective navy is after all a very economical 
provision in the long run, for it m ay a t any 
tim e prevent a w ar which would cost 
thousands of millions of dollars.

! per wage3 ” of England are in tru th only 
about ten per cent, belcw those of the 
ÜDÍíed S ates, and in several occupations 
they are eqnal to or more th sn th e Am eri­ 
can wages. 
I t follows from these facts 
th at the Eoglish w orkingm an is better 
able to buy silk th an th e A m erican work- 


iDgman, and th a t silk is very m uch less of 
a luxury in the free trad e country th an it 
is here. 
In ehort cur benighted contem ­ 
porary could not have blundered worse 
th an it has done in its pert and flippant 
and altogether inaccurate and foolish re­ 
marks. 
B ut it is w ith ju st such stuff th at 
the cause of Protection is supported.

W a s h in g to n , January 4th.—Guiteau kept 
quiet to day and made a m erit of it in his 
speech. 
Scovilla made an affidavit setting forth that 
he is the prisoner’s sole counsel; that the 
prisoner has beeD in such a state of mind that 
he has been unable to assist or suggest any 
witnesses, and th at the counsel since the 
closing of the case has learned of certain 
material witnesses. 
H e gave their names 
acd what he would prove. 
Corkhill said th at nothing need be said on 
the motion to introduce this evidence. 
Colonel Reed addressed the Court in favor 
of the motion, 
lie felt snre th at the Ameri­ 
can people would not begrudge this justice. 
H e glowingly complimented Scoville. 
Davidge denied that there was any prece­ 
dent for re-opening the case, and it would be 
scandalous. 


sc o v il le’s a r g u m en t. 
Scoville replied at great length, and de­ 
tailed the hardships and difficulties under 
which the defense had labored in the prepara­ 
tion of their case. 
I t was almost impossible 
to get witnesses to come here. 
The experts 
for the defense were compelled to be satisfied 
with $1 25 per diem, the regular witness fee; 
while those for the Government came.here, it 
is supposed, leaving great trusts behind them, 
and rtm ained for six weeks, and every one of 
them plainly showed by their evidence that 
they expected full pay for their services, and 
all know what th at meant. 
And these ex­ 
perts, said Scoville, are still waiting here to 
see the result of their evidence in haugingthis 
prisoner, but fortunately for the cause of jus­ 
tice, your Honor, this jury Btand between 
him and the gallows. 


o b je c t io n s c f t h e pr o se c u t io n . 
Colonel Corkhill could not at this stage 
allow the remarks of the counsel to go unan­ 
swered. 
H e said yesterday, and 
would 
repeat to-day, th at he would not object to the 
introduction of any new facts m aterial to the 
defense. 
The only objection to be made by 
the prosecution had already been mentioned 
by Davi Ige. 
There had never been a time 
iu this D istrict where so much liberty bad 
been shown by the Government. 


g u it e a u 's sta tem en t. 
Gniteau insisted on being heard. 
The 
Bailiff tried to silence him, but was met 
with : 
“ Let me alone, or I will slap you in 
the m outh.” 
Guiteau called o u t: 
“ Your Honor, all I 
w ant is to show that I told these men on the 
way to jail th at it was the political situation 
and the pressure of an inspiration th at caused 
me to remove the President.” 


THE JUDGE RULES OCT SUCH EVIDESCE. 
Judge Cox said that the counsel for de­ 
fense came here a stranger to the Courts of 
the D istrict, and even to the prisoner hiu> 
self, and found himself environed with diffi­ 
culties from the outset. 
The most serious 
difficulty was that the odium attaching to the 
assassination made witnesses unwilling even 
to allow’ their names to be known to the de­ 
fense. 
Appreciating all these difficulties 
which embarrassed the defense, he (Judge 
Cox) had felt disposed to offset this with au 
equal latitude and a more than ordinary fair­ 
ness. 
The evidence of insanity couldn’t be 
offered in surrebuttal. 
Iu bis opinion the 
proof of insanity should bs limited to the 
evidence in cLief of the deferss and the re­ 
butting evidence cf the prosecution. 
He, 
therefore, must exclude the evidence of Dr. 
M cFarland, who Scoville said would testify 
to the prisoner’s insanity. 
The testimony, 
however, of these witnesses, by which the de­ 
fense expected to prove th at the prisoner 
asserted upon the day of the assassination, 
and upon the day after, the motive for his 
act, the Court held should be adm itted as 
evidence in surrebuttal. 


FURTHER TESTIMONY. 
J. J . Brooks, Chief of the Treasury Secret 
Service, was called by Scoville. 
H e visited 
the prisoner the 
night of the shooting. 
Guiteau was very angry at witue63 for dis­ 
turbing his rest at night. 
W itness reproved 
him as a murderer, and the prisoner said, 
“ No murderer, but a Christian gentleman ; 
the act was a political necessity for the good 
of the country,” aud th at witne?s, teing a 
stalw ait, could appreciate why ha did i t ; 
that he had thought over and prayed over 
the m atter for six week?, and became con­ 
vinced th at the President must go by his 
hand. 
Scoville introduced a letter written by Sco- 
ville’s father, which expressed the opinion 
that the prisoner w e s insane. 
Guiteau sneeringly and 
insultingly re­ 
proved Scoville for producing this letter, and 
said he could get plenty of experts to testify 
that he was as crazy as a loon, but he would 
not give a cent f >r a bucketful of expert tes­ 
timony. 
Dr. Beard was called, but was ruled out, 
and an exception noted. 
Scoville said he would like a little time for 
proper preparation of this part of the case, 


LAW POINTS OF THE TBOSECCTION. 
Davidge said the prosecution had already 
prepared their statem ent of the law points 
upon which they would rely, and he would 
be pleased to give the defense the benefit of 
them. 
H e then read as follows : 
F irst—The legal test of responsibility, whera 
insanity is set up as a defense, is whether the 
accused, at the time of committing the act 
alleged, knew the difference between right 
and wrong in respect to such act, cud in the 
present case if the accused, at the time of 
committing the act charged, knew the differ­ 
ence between right aud wrong in respect of 
such a c t ; that if he knew what he was do- 
iog, and wbat he was doing was contrary to 
the law of the land, he is responsible. 
G uiteau—I didn’t, because my free agency 
was destroyed. 
Second—If the accused knew w hat he was 
doing, and that what he was doiog was con­ 
trary to the law of the land, it coustiiutes no 
di-fense, even if it were true, th at when he 
committed the act he really believed he was 
thereby producing public benefit, or carrying 
out an inspiration of Divine origin or ap­ 
proval ; such belici would not afford any i x 
cuse, nor would Buoh excuse be afforded by 
the fact tbat in the commission of the act he 
was impelled by a depraved moral sen-e, 
whether innate or acquired, or by evil paseiou 
or indifference to moral obligations. 
G uitean—All cf which is falee. 
Third—In.-anitv would, however, c nsti- 
tute a defense if any disease 1 mind ac 
cusrd at the time of committing the act 
charged did not knew what he was doing, or 
if he did know what he was doing, did not 
know it was contrary to law. 
Guiteau—I had no choice in the m atter. 
Fourth—The only evidence in the present 
cate tending to show an irresistible impulse 
to commit the homicide ¡3 the claim of the 
accused that his free agency was destroyed 
by his alleged conviction th at the death rf 
the President was required for the good of the 
American people, and was divinely inspired ; 
but such conviction, even if it really existed, 
could not afford any excuse when the party 
kuew what he was doing, and tbat it- was con­ 
trary to law. 
No mere delusion or error cf 
jugment, not even a fixed belief tb at what 
was pr rvided by law was commanded or ap­ 
proved by Divine aut .ority----- 
Guiteau—God’s law is higher than m an’s 
law. 
Can exempt the accused from responsibility 
for breaking the law. 
To have such effect 
the commission of the act charged m nst have 
been the rem it of an insane delusion, which 
was the product of a desire, and of such force 
as to deprive the accused of the degree of rea­ 
son necessary to distinguish between right 
and wrong in respect of the act. 
H e either 
did not know what he was doing, or if ha did, 
that the act was wrong and contrary to the 
law of the land. 
A t Scoville’s suggestion the Court then ad 
journed until Saturday.

W a s h in g to n , January 4 ;h.— Following 
are the names in Scoville’s affidavit, as being 
material witnesses, whose 
existence 
and 
names have recently come Co the knowledge 
of counsel : T. Bragdon, M arshall Green, 
Jam es Brocks, Tnomaa Rathbone, K atie Col­ 
lins, Geo.

before said Brooks and Rathbone could in­ 
duce him to_ talk to thtm , and when he 
did talk he said to them at th at interview 
th at be had contemplated the removal of the 
President for six weeks, and was foiced to it 
by an inspiration from God, or words to that 
effect, and th at he had no fear of punishment 
and no fear but th at he would be liberated ; 
th at the prisoner in conversation was appar­ 
ently cool and unconscious of any risk or 
danger to himself from a trial for his act, and 
showed by his words and manner unm istak­ 
able evidence of insanity.

Bailey, and recently 
from Rye Patch, Nevada, committed suicido 
by shooting himself a t a lodging-house on 
Secm d street, between J and K , sometime 
night before last or yesterday morning.

H e 
has 
been 
engaged 
also 
in 
merchandizing 
a t Oreana, Ilye Patch and other places in 
th at county. 
He was about 50 years of age, 
and supposed to hava been a native of Michi­ 
gan, and a member of 'Western Star Chapter, 
No. 35, Itoyal Arch Masons, at Batavia. 
In 
a small account-book left by him in the room 
was w ritten the following note, which j. 
given verbatim : 
“ Sacrsmbxto, January S, 1SS2. 
“ 1 leave nothing except this watch, which belongs 
to Wiilie Bailey Borland. 
I promised it to him on 
the day he was born and confidently expected him 
to get it. 
The father, mother m other will feel 
greatly disappointed if he don’t. The m other and 
child are stopping at this house now. 
Never have 
seen them . 
They won’t allow any one from Hum ­ 
boldt, Nevada, to see me or speak to me. Some 
Order that i - congregated, forbids. I have been long 
sick. 
Lost all my property, bu t not my integrity. 
Am attacked by an incurable something. Nothing 
more to try to live for. 
Am not afraid to try the 
other side.

Two youths 
named Francis Dare and 
W illie 
Spront 
were examined yesterday 
before Judge H enry upon the charge of bur­ 
glary, for entering the 
room of 
Jam es 
O’Hearn, on M street, between Fourth and 
Fifth, and stealing a watch and chain, an 
account of which has heretofore been pub­ 
lished. 
They were promptly found to be 
proper subjects for trial, and were held to an­ 
swer with bail fixed at 81,000 each. Dare is a 
stranger here, having but recently come to the 
city, as he claims, from the bay. H e is about 
10 years of age, and is believed by the police 
to be already an experienced criminal. 
The 
suit of clothes with which he is adorned are 
such a-are given to outgoing convicts, when dis­ 
charged from Stale Prison, and it is believed 
from their newness th at he recently gradu­ 
ated from San Quentin. 
H e explains his 
dress by claiming th at he purchased his suit 
at San Francisco; but it is thought hardly 
probable th at the regular Buits for discharged 
convicts are kept on hand as a salable stock 
by clothing dealers at the bay, and hence this 
explana’im is regarded as suspicious as his 
suit of clothes. 
Young Sprout was raised in 
this city, and is only 17 years old, but his 
picture adorns the rogues’ gallery, and his 
criminal history has already reached the 
second volume. 
Although young, ha has 
been arrested for various offenses so often 
th at he can almost lay legal claim to one of 
the City Jail cell* by right of prescription. 
On March 13, 1870, he was sent to the 
County Ja il for a term of thirty days for 
stealing sacks from W . R. Strong k Co.’s 
store. 
In April, 1880, he was arrested 
for the burglary of the residence of Mrs. 
W alsh, on K , between Second and Third 
streets, 
but 
was not 
finally convicted. 
His frequent arrests and presence iu the city 
j til and Police Court, however, continued. 
The past fall, under the name of Charles 
Connors, and 
aided by Tom Woods, he 
robbed a man in B utte county, but the charge 
was finally reduced to petit larceny, and he 
served a term of fifty davs in the County 
Jail at Oroville. 
Upon being released he 
came to his Dative city, and here, within the 
past three weeks, with his associate Dare, 
broke into the premises of Lee Stanley and 
stole thirty dozen eggs from a rancher’s 
wagon, for which they are now serving out 
100 days apiece in the County Jail, under 
sentence awarded December 23th. 
On the 
same night in which they committed this 
iarceny they also committed the burglary and 
stole the watch from O’Hearn. for which they 
are now held to answer, and for which there 
is an excellent prospect th at the public will 
be relieved of their presence and deprcda- 
tioba for some time to come, as a long term 
in State Prison for both is confidently antici­ 
pated by the law officers.

QUESTION.

The fuel question is a very im portant cne 
in Sacramento. 
The cheapest fuel—sufficient 
for the results demanded of fuel—is th at ail 
seek for. 
R ecently a new element has en­ 
tered into the consideration of the fuel ques­ 
tion. 
I t came w ith the introduction in this 
m arket of a California coal, a few months 
ago, koown as “ Clipper coah” This coal has 
now been under test some three months in 
various parts of the city, and undsr a variety 
of conditions, and so general is comment on 
the m atter that a present statem ent of facts 
is timely. 
Wood (average) cut for domestic 
uses rates here from 86 50 in summer to $8 
aud 89 in winter, and in four foot lengths 
from $6 25 to $10 per cord. 
Most of the 
coal used in the city, prior to the introduc­ 
tion of the Clipper brand, was higher priced 
than wood, and its consumption a m atter of 
much 
:• rea ter coat. 
The introducers of 
the “ Clipper,” however, in presenting it, 
based their chief claim for it upon its 
economy in price, as compared to wood. 
I t 
is placed upon the m arket to retail at $5, 
delivered, and in large lots at a considerably 
lower rate. 
Experiments have shown that a 
ton of this coal at $5 goes as far as a cord of 
wood at 88, and even further, but the agents 
of the coal have been content to make cnly 
an even claim. 
I t is used at the Interna­ 
tional Hotel in raDges, stoves and grates, and 
the saving there is estimated at about 33¿ 
per cent., as against the best wood. 
A t the 
fl ruring-mills of C. McCreary k Co. many 
car-loads of it have been consumed, and it is 
found to give as good results as wood, and at 
a less cost. 
I t has had a working test at the 
City W ater W orks ; it has been successfully 
used in the farnaces of churches; the Tele­ 
graph planing-mills used it uuder its boilers, 
and a second order for it is the result. 
A t 
the Phcc-nix flouring mills it is in satisfactory 
use. 
Local coal-dealers report it as being 
used now in many homes, both for the 
kitchen and the grate, and that the demand 
increases. 
A few find fault with it, but the 
complaint is no more general than prevails at 
times against other coals, for what pleases 
the many is not always satisfactory to all. 
Inquiry into the m atter, and examination 
of the coal on delivery, and in furnace, grate 
and range, and of the results of its combus­ 
tion, develops these facts. I t is a lignite coal. 
For domestic purposes it bums to an ash, and 
it does not coke, and it kindles very easily. 
Under boilers where there is a powerful draft 
it forms a clinker, but it is a clay clinker and 
not objectionable. 
I t is a clean coal, and has 
the minimum of dust. 
Its use, as against 
wood, shows it to result in a saving of from 
38 to 40 per cent. 
I t has had a severe and 
extended teat in the boiler-room of the R ec- 


o r d - U n io n office, and the result Is about 40 
per cent, of gain over wood. 
I t burn3 with 
bright blaze, as Mocks of wood might do, for 
unlike most other coals it does not make a 
bed of glowing coals; 
while on the other 
hand it may be burned in any grate as wood 
may be, for the heat is not concentrated apon 
the grate or furnace plates to their destruc­ 
tion. 
Ton for ton it is not th e equal of im­ 
ported coal, but dollar for dollar it is about 
40 per cent, cheaper, while it is as easily 
handled and produces all the results desired 
in domestic uses, and such places as those be­ 
fore indicated. 
I t would therefore appear 
that “ Clipper coal ” is the long desired eco­ 
nomic fuel, and that it will come into very 
general use.

Product oí Gold Rua Mines—What Judge 
Niles 
Searls Knows 
About 
Mines and Mining. 


The Gold Run case was resumed at 9:30 
yeeterday morning in Department Two of 
the Superior Court, Judge Jackson Temple 
presiding. 
Cross-examination of S. B. Hamman (by 
Mr. Cadwalader) continued—I examined the 
banks in the Gold Run pit one day last week. 
The material in the Polar Star mine is much 
coarser than that of the Indiana Hill pit. 
The grade of the Polar Star tunnel is ten 
inches to every twelve feet. We use at that 
mine 1,900 inches of water. Bear river is a 
much smaller stream where the Polar Star 
dumps than the North Fork is opposite the 
mouth of Canyon creek. The Bear river 
gets very high during heavy rain-storms. I t 
has been the universal practice or custom of 
the miners to dump into the nearest ravine or 
canyon, or whatever place afforded the best 
grade for a dump. There were perhaps 100 
men engaged in the mining of the surface of 
the Gold Run minee prior to 1865. During 
the last year there were four mines rnnnicg 
in the Gold Run district. The Excelsior is 
not an incorporated company. I do not 
know how many men those four companies 
employ. 
I never lived at Gold Run. My 
home has always been at Dutch Flat. I 
commenced working in the Golden Gate 
in 1865. 
I 
purchased 
an 
interest in 
that mine that year. 
In 1870 I sold 
my 
interest 
to 
H. 
H. Brown. 
We 
need the hydraulic process with 300 inches 
of water. The material we washed was light, 
with some gravel and cobble in it. After we 
washed as much as we could through our 
open cut, we ran a tunnel and worked a sec­ 
ond Btope in gravel to the depth of sixty or 
seventy feet. I was in the Indiana Hill pit 
on last Tuesday. I saw a great many large 
bowlders in that pit. Some of them arc 
eight and nine feet in diameter. On the west 
side of the pit, at a hight of 250 feet, I saw 
some pipe-clay. 
In October last I went to 
the North Fork at Ford’s Bar with Messrs. 
Gould, Kinder, Carr and Larson. We went 
there 
TO VIEW THE DEBRIS IN THE RIVER. 
We followed down the stream to Rice’s 
bridge, and from there went to Colfax. 
I 
had not seen the river at this point before 
since 1861. I saw no chunks of blue gravel 
in the river’s bed. The filling gradually de­ 
creased in depth from Ford’s Bar to Rice’s 
bridge. 
We did not measure the depth of 
the filling at any point during our day’s ex­ 
amination. I was familiar with the land­ 
marks along this part of the river in early 
days. The original toll-house at Ford’s Bar 
is covered with debris at this time. Formerly 
it stood very high above the river. This fill­ 
ing has all come from the mines. Just below 
Rice’s bridge the bedrock is visible. The dis­ 
tance from Ford’s Bar to Rice’s bridge is six 
or seven miles. 
From Bickering’s Bar to 
Ford’s Bar the distance is about two miles. 
The population of Gold Run is about 400. 
Redirect examination (by Mr. Byrne)—In 
October last there was about four time3 as 
much water in the North Fork opposite Gold 
Run as was in the Bear river opposite that 
point. The dam made by the Polar Star 
dump lias never washed out. The banks, or 
hillside, on the opposite end of the dam have 
washed out at times and .allowed the water in 
the lake above to escape. There is no pipe­ 
clay in the lower or present workings of the 
Indiana Hill pit. The depth of the first 
washings in the 
GOLDEN GATE 
Was abont 100 feet, and the second stope was 
about 70 feet. After the completion of the 
South Yuba ditch, between 1865 and 1875, 
there were at least 250 men engaged in mining 
in the Gold Ran district. The heavy ma­ 
terial in the Indiana Hill pit is disposed of 
in the same manner as that of the Polar Star. 
H. H. Brown recalled. Redirect exami­ 
nation (by J. K. Byrne)—I have made an 
examination of the North Fork during the 
last few days. The month of Secret canyon 
is about three miles above Rice’a bridge. 
From the mouth of that canyon to where 
Canyon creek empties into the North Fork 
I am very familiar with the stream. I esti­ 
mated during my recent examination of the 
stream that the tilling at Ford’s Bar is from 
70 to 75 feet deep. At the lower end of Pick­ 
ering's Bar the filling íb from 20 to 25 feet 
deep. From Ford's Bar to the mouth of 
Secret canyon the filling gradually diminishes 
until at that point the filling is not more than 
55 feet. 
[Witue-s described various land 
marks and tue different fillings in different 
p rti ms of tho river in that section.] 
Rscross-examication (by George Cadwala­ 
der)—Secret canyon is abont two milts above 
Cape Horn. It heads at what is known as 
Secret Town. It is a short distance from 
Gold Run. I did cot go to the head of Pi;k- 
ering’a Bar dnriug my visit. There is less 
f raile above Ford's Bar than there is below, 
saw one dump fnm tin Iowa Hill mines. 
I first saw hydraulic mioisg in Nevada City 
in 1853. 
It was a email affair. 
I made one 
of the original locations on the Indiana Hill 
clai ■ . [Witneaa described ths boundaries of 
the Cold Spring and Gold Rua Districts, and 
gave tha size of locations.] The population 
of G ild Run engaged in mining in 1865 was 
ab iut 250. 
In 1866 it was abiut 400. From 
1866 to 1878 tha population diminished, until 
now they only poll about 100 votes. The fol-

Thete were also in addition to this amount 
S1,925,OCO taken out of the Gold Run mines 
atid shipped from the town of Dutch Flat. 
This makes a grand total of S6.425.000 in 
gold that was produced by the mines of the 
Gold Run district between the y.ars 1865 
and 1877. [Witness described the country in 
the vicinity of the heads of the Bear, Ynba 
and North Fotk of the American rivers. 
Also described the lumbering and wood busi­ 
ness of the mouutains along the heads of 
those streams.] 
The interests of Piacer 
county are numerous—lumber, wood, iron, 
lime, frnit, granite, agriculture, stock raising 
and mining. Four years ago I think th 
mining production was equal to ail of the 
others. [Witness n lined the various mining 
corporations of Dutch Flat and Gold Run.] 
The water brought in*o tho3e mices is com 
paratively clear. Fruit has never been culti 
vited to any great extent on that divida. 
The soil is peculiarly adapted to the raising 
of apples. 
Snow sometimes lays on the 
ground at Gold Run for six weeks or two 
months. Tho mines are usaally assessed for 
more than the canals. There are no quartz 
mills in operation that I know of on that 
divide. The Snobble mine' near Newcastle 
would tail into a tributary to the North Fork. 
[Witness described the Iowa Hill divide from 
Deadwood to Todd’s Valley], 
Redirect b7 Mr. Byrue—If the mines were 
stopped or prohibited from working the ca­ 
nals would be 
PRACTICALLY WORTHLESS. 
Those canals would have to be extended 
through a very abrupt and rough country for 
a distance of thirty or forty miles to make 
them available for irrigating purposrs. This 
would cost a great many hundred thousand 
dollars, and would never be worth the cost of 
construction. The cutting of wood and lum­ 
bering has cleared off the forests and cut up 
the ridges with roads, and caused the soil to 
badly wash during the rainy season. The 
property of the Gold Run Ditch and Mining 
Company, freed from litigation, is worth 
$600.000. 
I judge the value of the mine 
from what it has paid in the past. The wages 
of laborers in the mines prior to 1878 varied 
from $3 to $5 per day. 
Recross-examination (by Mr. Cadwalader)— 
The wages have been reduced in mo3t cases 
to $2 50 per day. Chinamen are employed 
by the Gold Run Mining Company in run­ 
ning powder drifts. They are paid by the 
foot. I don’t know the amount of wages they 
receive. 
I consider the Gold Run mine just 
fairly opened and ready for money-making. 


A ftern o o n S ession. 
Judce Niles Searls sworn for the defense 
(to J. K. By rne)—I came to California in 1849. 
I arrived in this city in October ef that year 
and remained about a month. Then I went 
to a place on the Scuth Fork of the American 
river about two miles above Mormon Island. 
I mined there about one month and then re­ 
turned to Sacramento. 
I afterwards engaged 
in m in'rgat Lorg Parin Yuba county. I went 
to Neva ia eoun’y in September, 1850, and 
have resided in tha‘ county ever since. I was 
in this city during the time it was inundated 


during the flood of 1819 and 1850. [Witness 
described the extent of the waters during that 
flood.] The only place within the city ti at 
wss not covered with the flcol, wjp what was 
cri’el the Indian mound, which was situated 
in the neighborhood of where the present 
plaza is located. This flood was very exten­ 
sive and covered all the land where 1 had oc­ 
casion to go or could se». Sutter's 1 ort was 
out of the water and I spent a portion of 
my time at that place. At the tims of the 
flood I was a potato and onion merchant. 
Question—Judge Searls, state what offices 
yon have held in Nevada county ? 
Answer—The first office I held was that of 
Alderman of Nevada City. Next, District 
Attorney of Nevada county. I was District 
Judge of the Fourteenth Judicial District, 
which embraced the counties of Nevada, 
Sierra and Pluma3, from 1855 to 1862. I also 
served Nevada county in the capacity of 
Stats Senator; and the last official position I 
held was that of Drainage Commissioner. 
The great bulk of litigation brought before 
me while I was District Judge was what is 
termed mioing litigation. The habit of 
the miners of Plumas, Placer, Nevada, Yuba 
and El Dorado counties, where I have lived, is 
to wash the earth in order to separate the gold 
and then dump the water and debris into the 
most convenient canyon or ravine. This has 
been the universal practice in those counties, 
except where the miners have impounded 
their own debris in order to wash it 
a second time. After impounded tailings 
were washed they were 
then 
allowed 
to escape through the most convenient and 
available natural channels. 
I have been 
through the mining counties from Amador to 
■Si-kiyou. This cusi.<»m of discharging from 
the mines the debiia into the most convenient 
canyons or ravines has been the universal 
custom among all the miners of California, a3 
far as my observation goes, from 1849 up to 
the present time. ThÍ3 modo of mining ia 
the only way in which the mines could be 
worked profitably. Gold mining can not be 
prosecuted except with the use of water. I 
am familiar witn all the streams in Nevada 
and some adjoining counties, and all, or 
nearly ail, of tbe canals in those counties. 
[Witness described the Eureka Lake, South 
Yuba, Rock Creek, Bloomfield, Milton and 
other canals, giving their locations, source of 
supply, and the mines they furnish with 
water. 
He also described the large reservoirs 
that held back large amounts of the winter’s 
water for use in summer mining.] The canal 
companies I have mentioned ail have large 
reservoirs at their sources and some of them 
have a great many. Some of those are nat­ 
ural lakes dammed at their outlet, threeor four 
miles in length and varying in depth lrom 
nothing to 100 feet. The North Bloomfield 
reservoir, with which I am very familiar, hav­ 
ing boated upon and fished in it for cat many 
times, is about four miles in length and has 
an average depth of from fifty to sixty feet. 
Tbe water from these reservoirs is not dis­ 
charged until the waters in the creeks, ra­ 
vines and natural channels fail. The amount 
of water discharged from the Excelsior, 
South Yuba, North Bloomfield and Milton 
mines is at least double tbe _ quantity of 
water flowing in the Yuba during the dry 
Beason. During the dry season those mines 
discharge of this stored water at least 20,000 
miners’ inches. This amount of water would 
make a stream 100 feet wide and three feet 
deep). This volume of water confined in a 
canal would float most any of our up-river 
steamers. During the winter of 1850 and 
1851, within an area of three miles of Ne­ 
vada City, there was an estimated population 
of 20,000. A t least 15.000 of this population 
were engaged in mining. There is not 100 
men engaged in hydraulic mining within thii 
same area at the present time. There were 
several thousand men mining in Sierra 
couutv in 1850. The population of Placer 
county at that d tie was quite large. There 
were also many hundreds engaged in min­ 
ing in Yuba and Plumas counties. Nearly 
all the early mining was in light soil and 
shallow surface diggings. 
This specimen 
(Gould No. 1) is like the materia! of the 
mines on the blue lead in Nevada county. 
The 
material in those deep channels is 
harder, coarser, denser than the surface. 
The population of Nevada county is about 
22,000, approximately. They are dependent 
almost entirely on mining for a livelihood. 
Cross-examination (by George Cadw.tla- 
der)—I have been either a Judge or lawyer 
ever Bince 1850. Ihere are only two hydrau­ 
lic mines in the immediate neighborhood of 
Nevada City. Some important mines are at 
Blue Tent. The population of Nevada town­ 
ship is about 5,000. That of Grass Valley 
township 7,000. The Hirschman and Man- 
zanita mines run only three or four months 
a year. Meadow Lake township, in which 
is situated the town of Truckee, contains a 
population of perhaps 1,500. There has been 
some hydraulic mining done in the Truckee 
river. The township of Rough and Ready 
contains aliont 1,000 inhabitants. The great 
industry of the town of Truckee is lumber­ 
ing. Tne Bloomfield, Eureka Lake and Mil­ 
ton companies work on an average ten months 
in the year. The average mining season < f 
the mines on the Nevada ridge is about nine 
months in tbe year. Tho elevation of Nevada 
City is about 2,500 feet. [The witness was 
examined at great length in regard to certain 
cases which were brought before him while 
he was .1 udga of the Fourteenth Judicial Dis­ 
trict. The cross-examination by Mr. Cad- 
walader was very objectionable to the coun­ 
sel for the defense, and a greater portion of 
the afternoon session was t iken up i-i making 
and arguing objections ] 
The reservoirs 
supplying tne canals for those mines are 
mostly situated 
near the sumTiit. 
The 
Bonman reservoir occupies the whole of a val­ 
ley. It was dammed up in a narrow gorge, 
an 1 the whol ■ valley, several miles in length 
and a mile wide, was thus 11. ode 1. I consider 
that the storing of water i" me winter, and 
sending it down during th dry easor, greatly 
assists iu the navigation if tha rivers of Cali* 
ó rub.
